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Horses killed in fire

Five horses died in a barn fire on Innisfil Beach Road west of Alcona just after 
midnight, Wednesday morning. An initial investigation by the Innisfil fire 
department has determined the fire is not suspicious and that the horses 
died from smoke inhalation.

A family of horse lovers is in 
mourning after five of their beloved 
animals tragically died in a barn fire 
early Wednesday morning. 

Five horses died of smoke inhala¬ 
tion in the blaze, which happened at 
an Innisfil Beach Road residence 
just west of Alcona. 

South Simcoe police and Innisfil 
firefighters responded to the fire 
when a motorist on Innisfil Beach 
Road called 911 at around 12:30 a.m. 
after spotting flames and smoke 
coming from the barn just west of 
the 20th Sideroad. 

Police blocked the road while 
approximately 25 firefighters battled 
the blaze, who were hampered by 
high winds and the extreme cold. 
The structure was badly damaged 
and all five horses lost their lives as a 
result of smoke inhalation. One of 
three cats is confirmed dead and 
two are still missing. 

While the official cause of the fire 
is undetermined, investigators 
believe it could be tied to a heater 
placed in the barn by the owner in 
an effort to keep the animals warm 
during the extremely cold tempera¬ 
tures. 

"The fire was pretty much con¬ 
tained to a 10-foot by 10-foot tack 
room. Because of the steel siding 
and steel roof, the smoke and heat 
were contained in that area," said 
Innisfil fire prevention officer Mike 
Symes, adding the extreme cold 
made fighting the fire difficult. "The 
difference in temperature between 
inside the structure and outside led 
to their masks fogging right up. At 
times they had zero visibility." 

Innisfil Deputy Fire Chief Tom 


Raeburn said at the scene Wednes¬ 
day morning the fire is not consid¬ 
ered suspicious in any way. The 
owners, reviewing the damage with 
investigators later on Wednesday 
morning, were too distraught to 
comment to QMI Agency. 

"It’s a tragedy for the owners," 
Symes said. "Firefighters did the 
best they could. They were limited 


to what they could do (for the 
horses) in a situation like that." 

There is no damage estimate at 
this time but the structure is a total 
loss, he added. 

Firefighters had the blaze con¬ 
tained by 3 a.m. and continued look¬ 
ing for hotspots until 4 a.m. A fire 
watch was continued until 7 a.m. as 
a precaution.

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Wild winter weather on Innisfil roads

Area residents were treated to the worst 
storm of the winter this week. 

We can all do our part to arrive at our desti¬ 
nation safely. 

"Winter has certainly started with a blast. 
To avoid any problems, we suggest the fol¬ 
lowing driving tips," said South Simcoe police 
Const. Richard Williamson. 

"Before heading out on your journey, make 
sure your windows, lights and mirrors are free 
from ice and snow. 

"Top up your windshield washer fluid. 
Have a winter preparedness kit with emer¬ 
gency supplies in your car." 

Williamson said motorists should drive 
according to conditions. 

"Weather can alter visibility and traction in 
an instant. Use your full headlight system and 
always wear your seatbelt," he said. 

"While driving, plan your route based on 
the weather. If you can, avoid roads that drift 
over, or roads that aren't plowed." 

Police tell drivers to make only essential 
travel in poor conditions. 

"If you do get stranded, stay in your car and 
call 911. 

“Emergency workers will work to reach you 
as soon as possible. Make sure to prepare a 
winter preparedness kit for your car," he 
added. 

Police recommend having the following 
items in your car, in case of emergency.

Does the bitter cold weather and dark days 
of winter give you the blues? 

You may be experiencing seasonal affective 
disorder (SAD), and you're not alone. 

While the bone-chilling wind and frigid 
temperatures are cause for concern — frost 
bite, slippery conditions and the like — the 
accompanying lack of sunlight can bring 
people down. Lots of them. 

"It definitely does impact people," said 
Danielle Moreau, a registered social worker 
in the mental health and addictions services 
of the Royal Victoria Regional Health Centre. 
"Some people come to the hospital because 
they're depressed and in the winter months 
those symptoms increase. 

"Beginning in the fall and through the 
winter, the days get shorter. It's a lack of sun¬ 
light that affects peoples' moods," she said. 
"By not having sunlight, we're not getting the 


Vitamin D we need." 

This time of year, Mother Nature isn't doing 
us any favours. "We go to work in the dark 
and we come home in the dark," Moreau 
said. "SAD is a form of depression. There are 
a lot of similar symptoms that can include not 
being able to sleep properly at night or 
waking up early in the morning." 

People can become irritable or sometimes 
their weight changes. 

"They can lose weight because they lose 
their appetite or they can gain weight 
because they're eating too many carbohy¬ 
drates or maybe are less active," she said.

Insurance tips 
for condo landlords 


(NC) Owning a rental con¬ 
dominium is a great invest¬ 
ment opportunity, but it 
comes with a unique set 
of responsibilities. Condos 
make landlords vulnerable 
because of the various parties 
involved, including tenants, 
condominium boards and 
commercial organizations, as 
well as the nuances of rental 
legislation. To protect your¬ 
self against costly repairs and 
other major headaches, take 
the following steps: 

Understand the insurance 
landscape. The relationship 
between you, your tenant, 
and the building itself (which 
is subject to a commercial 
policy) can complicate mat¬ 
ters, especially in regard to 
insurance.

So, 
if something goes wrong with 
your tenant's stove or fridge, 
you could be held financially 
responsible. Avoid this by 
adding those items to your 
existing landlord policy/' says 
Blake Reichert, regional vice 
president at Western Finan¬ 
cial Group. We all hope that 
tenants will be responsi¬ 
ble, but you need to plan for 
any eventuality. “You should 


also determine whether or 
not upgrades to your unit are 
covered by your existing pol¬ 
icy," adds Reichert. “Many 
owners will improve their 
space without supplement¬ 
ing their coverage. An insur¬ 
ance broker can advise you 
on the best way to proceed 
when you make changes, no 
matter how small." 

Ensure that your ten¬ 
ant has an individual pol¬ 
icy. Before entering a new 
rental agreement, ask for a 
copy of your tenant's individ¬ 
ual policy and share it with 
your insurance broker. That 
way you can find any gaps in 
coverage. Also, since these 
policies must be regularly 
renewed, build a stipula¬ 
tion into the lease that allows 
you to check it on an annual 
basis. 

As with your insurance, 
tenant policies can either be 
quite comprehensive or very 
specific, often encompass¬ 
ing their property and noth¬ 
ing further. It is a good idea to 
be clear on where your insur¬ 
ance ends and the tenant's 
begins. 

Remember to talk to a pro¬ 
fessional insurance advisor 
and, first and foremost, be 
selective about who you rent 
to.

Water emergencies: Are you ready? 



(NC) A recent report by the 
Insurance Board of Canada 
announced that flooding and 
other emergency water events 
are now more common than fire 
across the country. Would you be 
ready if your home was flooded by 
a major water emergency? Even if 


you live at the top 
of a hill, you can 
still be affected by 
flooding due to 
old infrastructure 
or weather events 
according to fen- 
nifer Kolah, a sen¬ 
ior underwriter 
with the prop¬ 
erty and casualty 
side of Desjardins 
Insurance. Sewer 
backups and other 
plumbing issues 
may occur at any 
time because of: 

• Heavy rain in a short period of 
time 

• A snap thaw or a seasonal snow 
melt after a particularly snowy 
winter 


• An increase in the water table 
after a prolonged wet period 

Some of these events might 
inconvenience you for a couple 
of hours, while others could keep 
you out of your home for several 
days. So in case you're affected by 
the latter, it's important to have 
a plan in place because the first 
three days after an emergency 
are the most critical. It should 
define each family member's role, 
include instructions for a meet¬ 
ing location and contain a list of 
emergency contacts. Also have a 
72-hour emergency kit ready to 
go. Typically it will include 3 days' 
worth of water for each person in 
your family, imperishable food 
stuffs, candles, flashlight and bat¬ 
teries, and a first-aid kit. 

Secondly, while you can't pre¬ 


dict when you could be affected by 
a flood, you can prevent plumb¬ 
ing-related water damage through 
regular household maintenance: 

• Make sure that everyone in 
your family knows how to find 
and shut off the water valves for 
the different parts of your home. 
In case of an emergency, they 
should know how to turn off the 
water main, water heater, wash¬ 
ing machine, dishwasher, sinks 
and toilets. This should also be 
done before you go on vacation 
to prevent any unexpected water 
damage that may occur in your 
absence. 

• Be aware of leaks in faucets, 
pipes and hoses. Sometimes a leak 
is a sign of a larger problem. Aim 
to fix any issues right away. Make 
sure you check the condition of 


your home's water tank for exam¬ 
ple, which should be replaced 
every seven to 10 years, depend¬ 
ing on the water hardness. 

• In the spring make sure your 
roof is in good condition and that 
there is no cracking around your 
foundation. These are key areas 
where water can get in and cause 
a lot of damage. In the fall, remove 
leaves and debris from your gut¬ 
ters and downspouts. And just 
before winter starts, make sure to 
turn off all outdoor water taps.

"There can be a loss of motivation or feelings of hopeless¬ 
ness or guilt as well as a lot of negative thoughts." 

There are different ways to get back on track, Moreau said, 
but added that anyone feeling low should always talk to a 
doctor or go to a walk-in clinic if they don't have a doctor. 

She said one thing people can try is light therapy. 

"They can get a light therapy lamp and use it for half an 
hour a day, even if they're just doing something like sitting at 
a computer," said. "Medication might be required if the light 
therapy is not effective." 

There are other things you can do on your own, like ensur¬ 
ing you open your blinds or drapes to allow more light into 
your home. 

Or you can try exercising or going for a walk during the day 
when it's bright outside (better bundle up these days, how¬ 
ever). 

Sticking with a healthy diet, eating less fast food and fol¬ 
lowing the Canadian Food Guide (www.eatrightontario.ca) 
are other ways to deal with SAD, Moreau added. 

"Sometimes people do seek counselling in the community 
for talk therapy with a therapist or social worker," she said. 
"With any form of depression people can feel hopeless but 
they shouldn't be afraid of asking for help."

Callers to the tip line, 1 800 222-TIPS 
or at www.crimestopperssdm.com 
never have to testify in court. 

Since it was founded, the local Crime 
Stoppers branch has cleared more than 
5,700 cases, recovered more than $10.6 
million in stolen property, seized more 
than $53 million in illicit drugs, and 
made over 3,600 arrests. 

In the last quarter of 2013, Crime 
Stoppers of Simcoe-Dufferin-Muslcoka 
received 498 new tips, as well as 700 
follow-ups to existing tips which led to 
the clearance of 29 cases, 42 arrests, and 
seizure of more than $63,000 in illicit 
drugs. 

A total of 92 charges were laid for 
Criminal Code offences, CDSA offences 
and under the Highway Traffic Act, 
paying out a total of $6,575 in rewards. 

It's all about partnerships, said Innis¬ 
fil Coun. Ken Simpson, who is chair of 
the South Simcoe chapter of Crime 
Stoppers.

Despite the deep chill of the past several 
weeks, and the early start to the ice-fishing 
season, ice conditions are still variable on 
Lake Simcoe. 

There's about 12-inches to 14-inches (30 to 
35 cm) of ice in Cook's Bay and the Gilford 
area, notes Rob McCaughey of Gilford Yellow 
Ice Huts, "but it's mostly white ice." 

Ice is strongest when it's clear and blue, but 
heavy snow has kept the surface insulated 
and slowed ice formation. And it's even thin¬ 
ner on the "big lake," McCaughey says, 
although there are huts out on the lake, hous¬ 
ing those fishing for whitefish and yellow 
perch. 

According to the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, at least 20 centimetres (eight 
inches) of clear blue ice is required for snow¬ 
mobiles and 30 cms (12 inches) or more for 
most light vehicles. 

But the thickness should be doubled if the 
ice is white or opaque, one reason why ice 
anglers should check with local hut operators 
before heading out on the lake. 


Jack Hayward runs the Blue Ice Report on 
YouTube, a look at ice conditions especially 
in the Gilford area. 

"It's got pictures," he says. "I don't give a lot 
of advice, except be safe." Hayward leaves it 
to the viewers to make up their own minds as 
to when to head out on the lake. 

At this time of year, and this early in the 
season, conditions on Lake Simcoe are vari¬ 
able. "It changes day to day," says 
McCaughey. "We've got four days of mild 
(weather) coming up," and with temperatures 
expected to reach 9 C on Saturday, "it's going 
to be fun out there. It's going to be sloppy!" 

With luck, though, the mild weather could 
eliminate the snow that currently blankets 
the ice surface, leading to better conditions 
once the weather turns cold again, as it will. 

The end of the ice fishing season on Lake 
Simcoe is March 15.

COMPREHENSIVE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
MASTER PLAN FINAL REPORT 

The Town of Innisfil initiated the development of a Comprehensive Stormwater 
Management Master Plan (CSWM-MP) in 2012 in accordance with the requirements 
of the Lake Simcoe Protection Plan (LSPP) and guidelines for the development and 
implementation of CSWM-MP in the Lake Simcoe watershed. The LSPP requires 
that all municipalities under its jurisdiction implement a CSWM-MP by June 2014. 
The underlying goal of the LSPP and CSWM-MP is to reduce phosphorous loadings 
to Lake Simcoe by improving the management of stormwater for both existing and 
planned development. A part of the study was completed in April 2013 and this project 
represents the Final Report to be completed by June 2014. 

This study is being executed in accordance with the planning and design process for 
Schedule “B” projects as outlined in the Municipal Engineers Association Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment document (October 2000, as amended in 2007 and 2011). 
The existing environmental and drainage conditions in the study area will be reviewed. 
Alternative solutions will be established and assessments will be conducted to evaluate 
the stormwater management alternatives based on their impact on the environment and 
the opportunities and constraints of the project. In particular, the CSWM-MP will be used 
to identify stormwater management system improvement or retrofit opportunities and 
maintenance needs and also make recommendations on design criteria and stormwater 
management approaches to be taken in each settlement area of the Town. 

A public consultation program is being established to obtain timely input into the 
study. A Public Information Open House will be scheduled in the spring to provide an 
opportunity for the public and stakeholders to review the alternatives and recommended 
strategy under consideration, and to provide input and comments. A Notice providing 
time and location of the Open House will be published in local newspapers. 

As they become available, further details on the project and the Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment will be available on the Town’s website www.innisfil.ca and 
from the consultant’s office. Written comments and input are welcome. Comments and 
requests for information should be submitted to:

The Town of Innisfil will hold a public meeting on Wednesday, January 22, 
2014 at 6:30 P.M. in the Council Chambers located at the Town Hall at 2101 
Innisfil Beach Road. The purpose of the Public Meeting is to obtain public 
comments on proposed changes to the Town’s Comprehensive Zoning By-law 
080-13. Staff will provide an overview of the proposed changes and listen to 
comments. 

WHAT ARE THE CHANGES? 

Since Council’s adoption of the new Comprehensive Zoning By-law 080- 
13 in July 2013, numerous omissions and corrections have been identified. 
These matters are common for new comprehensive zoning by-laws. An earlier 
Housekeeping By-law, adopted by Council on December 11,2013, has captured 
many of these issues. 

The proposed ‘housekeeping’ by-law seeks to make additional corrections and 
provide further clarification to improve Comprehensive Zoning By-law 080-13. 
Changes are primarily for proposals which are currently in the development 
stage to ensure consistency with the Town’s previous Zoning By-law 054-04. 
These changes will further improve Comprehensive Zoning By-law 080-13 and 
assist in its implementation for future development in the Town. 

ANY PERSON may attend the Public Meeting, and make oral and/or written 
submissions either in support of or in opposition to the proposed Zoning 
By-law Amendment. Please note that if no member of the public or Council 
expresses concern prior to or at the public meeting regarding this proposed 
amendment, Council may approve the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment 
and its associated By-law on the same night - January 22, 2014. 

IF YOU WISH to be notified of the adoption of the proposed Zoning By-law
